Aymes, U.S. Patent 5,231,807, discloses a swimming pool 



support structure which include upright members 12 having a foot 
portion 16 of multiple polymeric materials. As shown in Figure 
19, the foot portion 16 includes a bearing plate component 164 
integral with the external casing or shell 166 which is 
continuous with main body 1 of upright member 12 . The lower 
bearing plate is external to the upright, rather than internal, 
as shown in Figure 17 and is a separate piece requiring 
construction by bolts or other fastening elements. 

Kaufmann et al . , U.S. Patent 4,062,158, discloses a 
prefabricated swimming pool construction which includes bottom 
rail portions 37. 

Shaanan et al . , U.S. Patent 5,875,500, discloses an above- 
ground swimming pool including track segments 84 (fake 10) . 

None of the references cited herein teach or suggest 
Applicant's claimed invention. 

It is respectfully submitted that the present application is 
in a proper form for allowance.
